Plays on Microfilm 


A cc''ection of 44 original play :manuseripts of George Ber- 
nar Shaw are on microfilm and housed in the Sacramento 
State College Library, giving it the distinction of having the 
only such collection in the world. 

Included in the plays of the set are Man and Superman, 
Saint Joan, Caesar and Cleopatra, Major Barbara and Pyg- 
malion, which were put on microfilm and brought to SSC en- 
tirely through the efforts of Dr. Irving McKee, Chairman of the 
English Department. The plays were reproduced in the 
British Lord Chamberlain’s Office in St. James’ Palace in 
London by McKee, the only American allowed since World 
War II to examine material housed there. 

McKee, a Shavian scholar with several published articles to 
his credit, remarked that “These microfilm copies will be highly 
valuable to scholars and graduate students interested in Shavian 
drama. The play scripts contain changes and marginal no- 
tations by Shaw himself. Even more important, since these 
are the original play drafts 
by Shaw, a comparison of the | 
scripts wjth published vers- 
ions reveals significant 
changes the plays underwent 
during production.”

Recalls Early Lnpression 

I could not help but be 
reminded of one of my first 
impressions when I first came 
to Sacrame;to some years 
ago. Yt seemed that every 
time a crime story appeared 
in the Bee the culprit was 
always described as a “tran- 
sient.” It seemed to me that 
this must surely be a great 
source of community pride 
in that all of the trouble 
makers were ones that were 
just passing through, and 
that the solid citizens were 
seldom. involved.

How often have you heard 
profs urging students to be- 
come interested and active 
concerning issues, any issues? 
We are told that we belong 
to a generation of faceless, 
voiceless, and gutless auto- 
matons metivated by Mad- 
ison Avenue, The Buek, and 
little else.
